They may be set out from then 
until the ground becomes frozen. They require a 
moderately rich soil that has been well manured 
for previous crops, or else apply well-rotted cow 
or sheep manure, or bone meal. Fresh manure is 
injurious to bulbs. The soil should be well drained. 
A small quantity of' sand or fine coal ashes at the 
base of each bulb will be beneficial when the soil 
is heavy. How far apart and how deep to plant 
pee different bulbs is shown in the accompanying 
chart. 

When the ground freezes hard, the bed should 
be covered with 3 or 4 inches of leaves or dry lit- 
ter. Too early and heavy covering starts the tops 
prematurely. In the spring the covering should be 
carefully removed.
